The firſt Eclipſe of the Sun happens on Thurſday , February + | 


the 6. day ; about cur 8;a clock at night, and therefore nor to 
be ſeen of us, becauſe both the Luminaries will be beneath our 
Horiſon, But unto ſuch who inhabit the Longitude of 56. de- 
grees Weſtward from us , it will be Total ; it happening ſo near 
the North Node of the Moon 3 and will appear exceeding dark 
or black forthe time, according to Appian, who neat]y treateth 
of the colour of Ecliplſes, | 

The ſecond Eclipſe that this year happens of the Sun , will 
be Celebrated on Saturday , Augxf the ſecond, about our nine 
a clock in the Morning , bur will be ſcarſely- ſeen of us , by 
reaſon of the Mcon's Larnude and Parallax. It is poſſible, ſome 
ſmall parr of it may be obſerved roward the end thereof , on 
the South-Eaſt fide of the Sun ; bur it being (o litile, it will 
very hardly be diſcernable 1n our Britiſh Horton. 

This lzter Ec'ijfſe , though inviſible ro us , may be ſeen in 
the Arlantzque Ocean , and inthe greateſt part of Africa ; as 
alſo by ſuch 9s paſs the Arabian and Indzan Seas. But becauſe 
thar neither of rhefe defefts are likely ro be much viſible unto 
vs, [ ſpare all further dilcourle thereof,

good : | while others that have 1abourcd under 
tholc crucifying diſeaſes (by Aſtral mcans) have had 
eaſe in few weeks, ſumetimes days. 
The knowledge of Heavenly Influences, is the only 
Weapon-Jalve that ean cure at a diſtance. There are 
balſamick, Atoms cmitted from the Stars , as well 
as

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as corroding ones > but this, accordivg, to the times 
they iſſue thence, or Beams they are dire. d by. 
And oh ! that the lcarmed Phyſitians ( who have 
the charge of mens lives in their hands) would noc 
only not negled the fludy of the Stars, but make

Honowrable and Venerable Society, as I highly value,

beit , in brief, my opinion is, that that Phyſick, 
which is moſt homogeneal to the natures of men , is 
the moſt medicinal to them. Vegetables are the moſt 
agreeable to humane nature , becaule mankznde is 
nothing elſe but graſs and plants carnified. And 
hence probably is it , that Divine Fit fo Philoſo- 
phically deſcribes us, when it ſays, Nam omnis caro eſt 
gramen, All fleſh is graſs : Not but that I have a 
great honour tor the Chymical Fhylitian,. it he be 
but well experienced therein. | 
We know experimentally, that Rhubarb, an 
herb of Mars, is the belt purger of Cholerich bu- 
mours and Hellebore, an herb of Saturn, is the ons 
ly herb' in the world to remove Melancholy ; So 
Borage, Aſparagus, Agrimouy, Cinkfoil, &c. being 
herbs of Fxpiter, are tound admirable in cleanſiyg 
the Blood , and quitting it from all dijtempers at 
1 ferments 3 he being Dominus Sanguinis. And 
thus Rxe and Saffron, herbs of the Sun, arc found 
the greateſt expellers of poyſon, and comforters of the 
heart, &c. So Mints, Pencroyai, Aleboof, Mugmort, 
Vulvaria, &c. herbs of Venus, are the molt power- 
ful in removing wome#s diſtempers. And to Ele- 
campane, Fennel, Liquorice, ©c- herbs of Mercury, 
are found friends to the Lungs, Wixde-pipe , and

Libra, near the Conjunction of Jupiter , and Spi- 
ca Virgins, (and that makes amends for the other.) |

ſhe hath no-deſpicable application in cither Figure 3 
only in the Pernal Scheam,( which 1s the chiet of the 
three) ſhe is void of courſe, and in a ligne of fter;- 
lity 3 and her Diſpoſicor, who 1s likewiſe Lord of | 
the Horoſcope , A. barren Signe alſo : Albeit, | 
there is a fruitful *Signe aſcending 3 and Mercury, 
the Patron of Irgenuity and Afivity , 15 in Trine 
unto it from another prolifique Signe. 

Hence, in brief, I conclude, that as the year 1n 
general will not be exceeding fruitful , 0 it will 
not be very barren or improlihque : It will be mo-

And certainly the kyuwledge of his own Natini- 
ty could not but add abundant content and comfort 
to him in his greateſt cadency , even they when he 
was the moſt of all conſtrained to contemplate the 
incertainty of the woyld, and all humane affairs , in 
the Tower of London : Sith he could not but know, 
that Saturn in the fourth Houle , (under God) e- 
ſpecially being in oppoſition ot Mars , 15 the Altro- 
logical c:u{e that all perſons, or Natzves ( that have 
him ſo polited) do ſer cloudily , however they may 
have formerly riſen ot reigned. And of the tratb 
of this, 1 could -give you fundry proofs and i- 

ances. 

An Aftrologer knows how to make uſe of this 
Geniture, although the owner thercot be ( inzer mor- 
tos ) long ſince dead.

WE born 1584, | 


The Sun and Venus in the Aſcendant , are emi- 
nent arguments of a long life. The Sextile of the 
Luminaries almoſt from Angles, denotes a ſpread- 
ing and popular fame. The Trine of the Sun and 
Mars, and the Sextile of the Moox and Mars , de- 
clare H1nonr and Dignity, Ofc. all which this Emre 
nent Native poſſeſl:d and enjoyed in an. eminent 
manner, during, his life. 

He was an excellent perſon both for Antiquity: 
and Languages , as may be ſcen by his miny ad- 

4 mirabl © 
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mirable Works extant. Hath he not Fapiter in 
Trixze of Mercury, and the Moon iy Sextile of Mars, 
in the Dignities of Mercxry , viz. Virgo ? But al- 
though he was a great Antiquary , and lingularly 
well ver(ed in all kinde of Learning , yet was he no 
good Aftrologer, but unhappily gave his Vote againſt 
it 3 as May be ſeen in his Diſcourſe entituled , 
Ocer9pero 5 or, God made Man, &c. And pray, 
who is he that ever was # good Atrologer, that had 
Mercury 1n Sagittayy in quadrate a{pcCt of Saturn ? 
Neither the Boaſting FHemingg, nor yt any of his 
deluded Followers , to contute Atrology , can give 
me one juſt inſtance.
